The following paragraphs are takon from letters and fran the report of Miss Zerada 
Clack and Mias Dorothy Jackson on' their teaching tour through the Canadian West. As 
most of you know, they held three-day refresher courses in six centres, -Winnipeg 
Regina, Calgary, Edmonton, Vancouver and Victoria. This scries of courses provided 
an opportunity for getting new material, new ideas and new inspiration that doss not 
often come to one’s door for the taking, and many availed themselves of this chance 
to improve professionally. 

"From every point of view the trip was completely successful. In fact, the whole 
project assumed proportions that were amazing to all of us. In the six centres we 
taught over 500 men and women. In three centres classes were over one hundred the' 
other three classes had from 50 to .100 members. As a result of broadcasts in Winni- 
peg, Calgary and Saskatoon, many enquiries came in by mail. 

Attendance in the classes included: Y.W.C.A, and Y.M.C.A. secretaries, playground 
super visors, Army and Air Force officers(both men and women) , public school teachers 
high school and normal school teachers and students, university staff and students* 
Girl Guide and C.G.I.T. leaders, industrial representatives. The activities taught* 
in the order of popularity, were as follows: Recreational dancing, counteracting 
fatigue, limbering and relaxing exercises, rhymes and rhythms, social games, folk 
danci ng, team games . 

Apparently recreational dancing being a new field and having original material, had ' 
an unusual appeal for everyone, "Counteracting Fatigue" was a timely subject and com- 
bined both theory and practical work. The advantage of this subject lay in the fact, 
that depending upon the gx*oup, it was maxe entirely a lecture period or partially 
practical work, Poe limbering and relaxing exercises gave the teachers new ideas for' 1 
adult groups, Some difficulty was experienced here with inadequate pianists, as the mu- 
sic was exclusively classical. It. was interesting to note that where experience in 
physical Education was limited, all the games and the easy folk da.nces were relatively 
Liyh in popularity. In Winnipeg and Vancouver the gymnastics and more difficult dances 
were more readily acceptable .As usual , material for primary grades was greatly in de- 
mand. 

In our opinion the most valuable professional contacts made were, in the first place 
\.i th the Formal School Teachers. In every case, they were active on the Committees which 
organized the Course in each centre. Secondly, the meetings wo had in Vancouver were 
valuable, These included the British Columbia Physical Education Association, the McGill 
ocncol of Physical Education graduates, and a luncheon with the University, of British 
Columbia students arranged by Gertrude Mo ore. Miss Moore also arranged an interview
